Explanation 


Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, 
but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The word “processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which are 
reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g, 
mimeograph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith, etc. 

The L, C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress. The number at the ex- 
treme right of an entry indicates the classification of the publication in the 
Office of the Superintendent of Documents. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent 
to book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will 
adhere to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (the 25- 
percent discount to dealers does not apply to the Congressional record, Federal 
register, Supreme Court reports, Catalog of copyright entries, and Climato- 
logical data for United States, which may, however, be sold by dealers at a 
price in advance of that charged by this Office). 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog. 


WEEKLY LIST 


In addition to the price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 


HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent 
af Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dagger (7) 
indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, or division 
issuing the document. A double dagger (¢) indicates that the document is 
printed for official use. Whenever additional information concerning the method 
of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found under the name of 
the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, e. g., 
H. doc. 67, 75-1. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 
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HOW TO REMIT 


Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For. 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted, 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his office in sets of 20 for $1, 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Check List of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1809. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 
be A 1.23°: So 96‘ in a library. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right.

UNITED STATES HOUSING AUTHORITY 


There have been various Government organizations using the word housing 
in their names. The United States Housing Corporation which was made a 
part of the Department of Labor by Executive Order 2985-A, dated October 29, 
1918, has had the task of liquidating the housing projects undertaken during 
the World War. The powers exercised by the Secretary of Labor through 
this organization were transferred to the Secretary of the Treasury to be 
exercised and performed through the Director of Procurement by Executive 
Order 7641, dated June 22, 1937. This last order became effective July 1, 1937. 

The Federal Housing Administration is an organization for insuring loans 
and mortgages. It has no powers relating to the construction of houses. This 
Government body was created under the provisions of Public 479, 73d Congress, 
approved June 27, 1934, to encourage improvement in housing standards and 
conditions, and to provide a system of mutual mortgage insurance for long- 
term mortgages. Public Resolution 6, 75th Congress, approved February 19, 
1937, extended for a period of two years (until July 1, 1939) the Federal 
Housing Administration’s power to guarantee private loans for home construc- 
tion and repair. , 

The Public Works Emergency Housing Corporation was established by 
authority of Executive Order 6470, dated November 29, 1933, to promote the 
program of low-cost housing and slum-clearance projects authorized by the 
National Industrial Recovery Act. The Corporation was organized but was not 
utilized because of adverse rulings by the Comptroller General as to its powers, 
and it was dissolved. The Housing Division of the Federal Emergency Admin- 
istration of Public Works has carried on the program of low-cost housing 
and slum-clearance projects authorized by the National Industrial Recovery 
Act with a view to providing low-rental housing for lower income groups for 
which fit accommodations were not then available, and to relieve unemploy- 
ment in the building trades and allied industries. 

The United States Housing Authority was created under the provisions of 
8S. 1685, 75th Congress (Public 412, approved September 1, 1987), which act 
states as follows: “There is hereby created in the Department of the Interior 
and under the general supervision of the Secretary thereof a body corporate 
of perpetual duration to be known as the United States Housing Authority, 
which shall be an agency and instrumentality of the United States.” The title 
of the act, under the provisions of which this Authority was created, tells 
of its purpose as it is an act to provide financial assistance to States and 
political subdivisions thereof for elimination of unsafe and insanitary housing 
conditions, for eradication of slums, for provision of decent, safe, and sanitary 
dwellings for families of low income, and for reduction of unemployment and 
stimulation of business activity, to create a United States Housing Authority, 
and for other purposes. The powers of the Authority are to be vested in 
and exercised by an Administrator, who shall be appointed by the President, 
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by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. He shall serve for a term 
of five years and shall be removable by the President upon notice and hearing 
for neglect of duty or malfeasance but for no other cause. 

The President has recently issued an Executive Order (No. 7732), dated 
October 27, 1937, transferring to the United States Housing Authority the Fed- 
eral housing projects, funds, property, and employees of the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works, which order doubtless eliminates the Housing 
Division as a part of the Public Works Administration.

Notp.—An agency to be known as the United States Maritime Commission was estab- 
lished under the provisions of H. R. 8555, 74th Congress (Public 835, approved June 29, 
1936), to further the development and maintenance of an adequate and well-balanced 
American merchant marine, to: promote the commerce of the United States, and to aid in 
the national defense. The same act dissolved the United States Shipping Board Merchant 
Fleet Corporation, directing that all records, etc., be taken over by the Commission, and 
transferred all the functions, powers, and duties vested in the former United States Ship- 
ping Board (later the Shipping Board Bureau under the Commerce Department) to the 
United States Maritime Commission. It also transferred to and vested in the Commission 
all the powers and duties now vested by law in the Postmaster General with respect to 
existing ocean-mail contracts.

Laws are issued in 
separate series and are numbered within each series in the order in which they are 
signed. Treaties are issued in a separate series and are numbered in the order in which 
they are proclaimed. Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other 
international acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the 
documents, followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the 
Press releases are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The Depart- 
ment of State includes in the Press releases series, each quarter, a complete list of its 
publications for the preceding quarter. 

The list below frequently includes certain relevant publications issued by other agencies 
of the Government under requisition of the Department of State and Certain relevant 
congressional documents. 
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Under the practice of the State Department prior to the inauguration of the Execu- 
tive agreement series (no. 106 of which is listed below) the material would have been 
published in the Treaty series. Those desiring to maintain a joint file of the Treaty 
series and the Executive agreement series may insert each number of the Executive agree- 
ment series in its appropriate place in the Treaty series, which place will be indi- 
cated in each number of the Executive agreement series.
